THE NEW SILVEK BILL.] 


Tha Omaha Bee thinks "the prospect 


for silver legislatiou al the present session 
of Congress appears favorable. 
Several 


measures hare already been presented tot 
public discussion, the latest the silver bill 
framed by the Senate Finance Committee, 
to which reference was made several days 


ago, 
The introduction oE this measure 


may ba taken as n declaration on the part 
of Ihe Senate Committee that it is unfavor- 
able to the plan o[ tho Secretary of the 
Treasury, and iu this view it is tube as- 
sumed as probable that the Windom silver 
bill will not again rooeivo serious consider- 
ation m the Senate, even though it ihonld 
be favorably regarded in the House. Sec- 
retary Windcm, appeared before a commit- 
tee of thjHousen few days ago and ex- 
plained and advocated his plan, but the 
prospect for it can not bo regarded as at all 
hopeful in view of the attitude of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee. The Windom 
scheme mny doubtless, therefore', be safely 
dismissed from further consideration as not 
likely to be accepted in either branch of 
Congress. 


The Senate silver bill provides that the 


Secretary of the Treasury shall purchase 
silver bullion to the amount of four and 
one-half million dollars' worth each month 
and gold bullion to an unlimited amount, 
paying therefore Treasury notes. 
These 


notes are to be redeemable on demand in 
lawful money o£ the United States, and 
when so redeemed shall be cancelled. 
They are made receivable for customs, 
tazes and all public dues, and when so re- 
ceived may be reissued. 
National banks 


may count them as a part of theirlawfal re- 
serve. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to coin so much of the gold and 
silver bullion purchased under the act as 
shall be necessary to provide for tbo re- 
demption of the notes, tho gain or seinor- 
age from such coinage to bs paid into the 
Treasury. The bill provides for the repeal 
of the coinage act of 1878. 


This is in some respects a more conserv- 


ative scheme thin that of Mi. WinclorD, 
and was intended as a compromise between 
his plan end the views of the free coinage 
advocates. It is reported to be acceptable 
to the latter, although it provides that the 
Treasury shall have the benefit of the profit 
arising from coining the bullion, which in 
case of free coinage would be "a very con- 
siderable amount to the advantage of the 
silver producers. The advocates of free 
coinage, however, must hnve become con- 
vinced that they cannot carry their policy, 
and they cannot reasonably ask anything 
more favorable as a compromise than the 
bill proposed by the Senate Committee. 
Under that more than double the amount 
of silver annually would be represented in 
the currency than has been employed un- 
der the existing l»w, and allowing for the 
probable increase in production from the 
stimulus of an enlarged demand, the Gov- 
ernment purchases of silver to tho amount 
of fifty-four million dollars' worth annually 
would leave only a very small surplus of 
the American product. This shonld cer- 
tainly be sufficient to satisfy the most ex- 
treme tilvtr men. The addition to the 
currency annually under this bill, so far as 
silver is concerned, would be about thirty 
million dollars, which ought to be enough 
to provide for the increasing demands of 
the country. The only object ia providing 
for the coinr.ge of any part of tho bullion 
purchased is probably to ovoid the ob- 
jection made to tho Windom bill that it 
would degrade silver to the position of a 
mere commodity. 
The Senate bill also 


gives no discretion to the Secretary of Ihe 
Treasury in the matter of purchasing bull- 
ion. 
As a compromise measure the bill 


ought to encounter vary little opposition 
from the friends of silver, but it will be 
vigorously opposed by those who are hos- 
tile to any inci ease of the use of silver in 
the currency. 
This opposition, however, 


is certain to prove fntile if the silver advo- 
cates can be united. Washington advices 
indicate that the new bill has been very 
well received." 


*Picrce's Admiration for JUlair. 


Senator Blair has been abont the Senate 


consulting with the new members of that 
body in order to ascertain what amount of 
opposition he jeay expect when hia educa- 
tional bill comes to a vote. Ha finds that 
all of tho new Senators will support the 
measure, but they give different reasons 
for doing so. For example, Senator Fierce 
said: "Of course, Mr. Blair, I will Tote 
for your bill. I will vota for it purely out 
of admiration for you. I would vote for 
any bill that a Senator would stand np 
here for nine days to advocate without a 
iingla listener either in the galleries or on 
the floor and did not get mad but twice 
because the people would not stay and 
listen to him. A man who has that much 
patience deserves to have his bill papsed 
and will get my vote." 


Ice Gorged Near Kansas City. 


It ia reported that one of the worst icu 


gorges that has formed in the Missouri 
river for many years is now located sixteen 
miles above Kansas City. The water is 
backed np almost twenty feet tohind the 
gorge and fears are expressed of a flood 
when the ice goes out unless the immense 
volume of confined water can be drawn off 
gradually. The Van Aiksn land reclama- 
tion company and the Winner bridge com- 
pany, both of which have works under way 
in the river, stand in the greatest peril. 
They will attempt to open up a channel 
through the gorge by the use of dynamite. 


A New line to 'Frisco. 


It is reported that President Hill of the 


Great Northern proposes toruu a line from 
Anaconda, Mont., direct to Sau Francisco. 
Surveyors for the Great Northern are re- 
ported to have made a discovery which 
will revolutionize railway travel in the 
northwest. The discovery consists of a 
break in the Kocky mountains near Mary's 
Fork, which thus opens the wny into n 
rich and fertile country through which the 
road will ponetratei. 


The now States have all been nicknamed 


but the character of the nomenclature is 
more suggestive than elegant. According 
to supposed authority North Dakota is the 
Flicker Tail Slate; South Dakota, Swing 
Cat; Washington, Chinook; Montana, the 
Stubbed Toe State. 


The publishers of Stanley's book an- 


nounce the title of las work to be "Dark- 
est Africa; The Quest, Eescne and Retreat 
of Emin." Charles Scribner's Sons, of 
New York, have secured orders for 00,000 
copies. 


Master Abraham Lincoln died at London 


yesterday morning. Queen Victoria sent a 
message of sympathy to Minister Lincoln. 


A syndicate of Yankee capitalists, headed 


by Ben Butler, propose to purchase land 
at Port Said and Alexandria, and build two 
hundred miles of railroad through Pales- 
liie, making way stations of Hebron, 
Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Jericho, Nazareth 
and Galliles, with Damascus as tho eastern 
terminal. 
The construction and operation 


of a railroad in that region would give a 
tremendous impetus to pilgrimages and 
swell the hosts of sightseers to enormous 
proportions.

A Democratic Ballot Box. 


A Washington correspondent of 
the 


Omaha Bee writes: 


A animus and picturesque contrivance 


was on exhibition in the room of the House 
committee on election day. It is an Arkan- 
sas ballot box, being a sample of twenty- 
one boxes actually used in one of the coun- 
ties of the First District in tjutt State and 
filed here as an exhibit in rna contested 
case of Featherstone against Cate. It is a 
strictly Democratic ballot box made so by a 
little sleight of hand ass'sted by a simple 
attachment which, can be placed in an in- 
stant upon the opening in wbich the tickets 
are deposited. The box is of heavy tin, 
about the usual size, the top which is on 
hinges, being semi-cylindrical in form. 
At the apex is a slot surrounded by a re- 
ceptacle half an inch high, like a miniature 
chimney. 
Over this is slipped, when it is 


desired to put the box in working order, a 
small form which makes two slots, one 
leading directly into the box and the other 
down tho outside of the chimney. When 8 
Democratic ticket, a fact which is deter- 
mined by the identity of -the voter, is 
handed to the conductor of the concern, he 
slips it down the "chimney" into the box 
where it belongs. When a nagro hands np 
a ticket it is put into the false slot, slips 
down the outside of tho box into the re- 
ceiving band of the man running the 
machine and not one m n thousand could 
teli from his position in front of the box 
that his ticket had not gone inside. It is 
exceedingly simple and ingenious and the 
man who invented it had a "great head" 
for political machinery.
